Nick has added a considerable amount of material to the CRI web site, and he has totally 
redesigned the graphics and user interface while he was at it. All of the important material 
can be accessed right off the main web page. This includes a country-by-country review of 
clandestine stations, with background information and logging material. There arc headlines 
with graphics on top stories. As I type this column the lead stories cover clandcstines in 
Congo us well as the return of Radio SADR to shortwave in Western Sahara. 



Meanwhile. Martin Schocch has announced thai he no longer is sending copies of his 
Clandestine Radio Walch via e-mail. However, the CRW site remains at its normal URI. of 
http://www.swl.ncl/swl-de/swl-ela.html on the internet. It contains the most detailed 
summary of clandestine radio news and loggings that is available anywhere. Thus, it is good 
to hear that Martin is keeping internet access available for his tremendous resource. As he 
made this policy shift. Martin reminded users that his site is not really a club bulletin or a 
place to send loggings. However, Martin stays in close touch with most of the top 
infonnalion resources and publications covering clandcstines throughout the world. Material 
from all of these sources shows up once a month on the CRW site. 



Even though CRI and CRW arc two distinct web sites, there is a very high level of 
cooperation between Martin Schoech and Nick Grace. In addition. Armando I-'. Mastrapa or 
New York, one of the top experts on Cuban affairs that you will find anywhere, works with 
both Martin and Nick.

SUDAN CLANDESTINE 



I got a couple of phone calls from Bruce Devil/ about elnndcstines and the piralc band; 
thanks, Bruce! I have lo apologize right away Tor completely mangling Bruce's name, since I 
failed to make sure that I had it right while talking on the phone. Along with the rest of us. 
Bruce has noticed the appearance of a new Peruvian on 6956.7 kHz, right in the middle of the 
traditional 43 meter pirate band. The QRM from this new pest is forcing most pirates to slide 
down a few kHz to the 6950 kHz area in the evenings. Ross Comcuu checked in to note that 
he caught an ID of La Voz del Campisino from this newcomer. Thus, it appears that this 
station is not the same Peruvian that caused havoc last year in the same frequency range, and 
it is not a clandestine either. 



Bruce wanted to thank us in ACT for the discussion of the Voice of Sudan that we printed in 
the March Clandestine Profile, lie says that he's been trying to hear this one for a long time, 
but he finally had success as a result of the 12000 kHz. logging that he spotted here.

VOICE OF ELIAN? 



I can't resist a slight bout of editorial commentary related to (he biggest Cuban news story 
since the Bay of Pigs. Every day my TV, my radio, and my newspaper are frill of news about 
Elian Gonzalez. But, you haven't seen any clandestine activity associated with Elian. Why 
not? 



This is an easy question to answer. Clandestine^ emerge when important political forces do 
not have access to legitimate media lo make their case.

The last time I remember something like this was back 
during the Pally Hurst kidnapping, when she joined the Symbioncse l iberation Army and 
made videos praising her kidnappers on the way to robbing banks with them. 



I hale Ui tell Elian's cousins, but as Patty Hearst found out, televised serious felonies :ue noi a 
good way to jcl sympathy for your cause. By the time thai you read this, you'll probably 
ahcady know this without reading ibis column. But. the situation explains why there are no 
clandestincs in the Elian situation. The Miami Cubans not only have complete access to the 
mainstream media, sometimes il has seemed like they are controlling the mainstream media.

THE BIG SCREW: As some of you may or may not know, H.R.3439 
passed in the House of Representatives the week of 10 April, 
2000. This was ait NAB-backed bill that, in my opinion, 
basically made I,PFM all the more difficult to implement. The 
news I got was that this bill raced through the Mouse like 
wildfire; there Is a companion bill In the Senate, S2068, that 
I haven't seen any action on yet. There is a possibility, 
although slim, that the President (hah!) could veto H.R.3439. 

Not only that, the NAB supplied Congress with a phony CD with 
tracks depicting "crosstalk" interference between two 
stations, as a weapon against LPFM. As anyone in the know 
about radio and modes of operation, AM can suffer from 
crosstalk; in EM, the strongest station "takes" the "channel", 
due to a phenomenon called "capture effect". It was known 
that this CD was mocked up, but it passed anyway.
